Claims 2. 7 and 12 lack novelty under PCX Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Spath et al. (Synthesis of pteiostHbene. Ber. 
February 1941, Vol. 74B. pages 189-192). Spath et al. teadi the daimed invention (see oitire disdosure) 

aaims 3 and 13 lack an inventive step under PCX Artide 33(3) as being obvious over Gracza et al. (Journal of Oiromatograp^, 
April 1984 Vd 287 No. 2. pages 462-465). Gracza et al. teach a compound which is a geometric isomer (trans isomer) or the 
claimed coanpomid One having ordinary skiU in die art would have found the daimed compound and composition obvious over the 
conmound taught by Gracza et al, because conqKrands which have very close structural similarities are e^jpected to have sunilar 
properties absent a showing of unejqpected results. Rirther, it is obvious to add a carrier to an obvious conqxiund. 

aahns 3 13 and 17 lack an inventive step under PCX Article 33(3) as being obvious over Ryu et al. (Arch. Pharm. Res. . January 
1994 Vol 17 No 1 pages 42-44). Ryu et al. teadi die trans isomer of the instant daimed con5)ound (see entire disdosure,^ 
partii^ulai page 43.' The comptmid taught by Ryu et al. is disdosed as having antitumor activity. One having ordm^y ddU in die art 
would have found the mstant con?)ound, CQ^^)oatian and method obvious over the teachings of Ryu et al. because of flie dose 
structural similarity and similar utility of die mstant compounds witii those dfisdosed by Ryu et al. 

Claims 1. 11 and 15 lacknoveltyunder PCX Artide 33(2) as being anticq)ated by Ghai et al. (US 2002/0Q28852 Al). Gtoiet al. 
teach die daimed cis cQn?)ound, con?)osition and tiiat swd compound has antirUmor promoting activity (see paragr^hs 0003, 0012, 
0013. 0016, 0017, 00019 and Xable 1). 

aaims 1 1 1 and 15 lack an inventive step under PCX Article 33(3) as being obvious over Ghai et al. (US 2002/0028852 Al). Ghai 
et al teadi the trans isomer of die mstant daimed compound. Xhe coiiq)ound taught by Ghai et al. is disclosed as havmg cancer 
prewntive activity One having ordmary skill in die art would have found die instant compound, conqjosition and mediod obvious 
over die teachings of Ghai et al. because of die dose structural similarity and anrilar utiUty of die mstant confounds wifli those 
disclosed by Ghai et al. 

aaims 1 and 2 lack novdty under PCX Artide 33(2) as bemg anticipated by Xakaoka (Proceedings of die hiq)erial Academy (Xokyo). 
October 1940, Vol. 16, pages 405-407). Xakaoka teach die claimed canqjounds (see conq>ound VHI on page 406) 

aaims 1 2 11 and 12 lack an hiventive step under PCX Artide 33(3) as being obvious over Xakaoka (Proceedings of die hi^erial 
Academv fTokvo) October 1940. Vol. 16. pages 405-407). Xakaoka teach die daimed compound, but fail to teach a pharmaceutical 
comnosition ccmiprising die compound. However, smce it is known diat rcsveratrol has pharmaceutical use one haviijg ordmary skill 
jjitto art woddCTp^derivatives of resveratrol to also have pharmaceutical use and would find it obvious to add a phannac«itical
